Indiana, Pa., Nov. 22 Tho Rev. Wil
liam L. Barnett. pastor of tho Pres-
byterian church of Blairsvllle, was

on a charge of criminal libel at
his homo today on information made
by Walter H. Galthe, private secretary
of Governor-elec- t John K. Tener. Mr.
Barnett wnived a hearing and was
held in bonds of $500, bond furnished
by himself, for appearance at the De-

cember term of court. Tho Informa
tlon charges that in a sermon "on or
about the 24th of October, said W. L.
Barrett maliciously and negligently
wrote, published and exhibited tho fol-

lowing defamatory words referring to
John K. Tener, and thereby exposed
him to the public hatred, contempt, and
ridicule: "One of the most prominent
ministers of tho Presbytery, a pastor
of a chufch of nearly GOO members,
saw this man assisted to his room In
a'hotel In a state of Intoxication, and
tho next morning It took two men to
assist him to the railroad."
